At that time the debt amo u nted to $ !,- 
000,900,000, with an annu al revenu e o f 
$ 150,000,000, 
No banks wo u ld grant 
any lo ans to Po rtu gal, and bu siness 
was practically at a standstill. 
In 1905 iii o rder to increase the rev­ 
enu es King Carlo s decreed a to bacco 
mo no po ly fo r the go vernment, which 
was the final blo w to the pro spect o f 
peace. 
The peo ple o f all classes aro se 
against the decree and the iniqu ito u s 
m anner in which it was administered. 
No t co ntent with impo sing the heavy 
tax o n to bacco , they inflicted the po o r­

Lewis, the architect, who remained in 
seclusion in his room at a hotel m a r 
the courthouse and was accessible 
only to his lawyer and confidential 
friends, 
gave 
damaging 
testimony 
against 
Sanderson and 
the 
former 
state officers, 
Lewis was on the stand nearly all 
day yesterday, and at the close of his 
direct testimony he was subjected by 
Mr. Gilbert of counsel for Mathues 
and Snyder, to a searching cross-ex­ 
amination, which will be continued 
when the trial is resumed Friday. 
Lewis has been called several times 
by the commonwealth, but it was not 
until yesterday that the defense re­ 
garded his testimony of sufficient im­ 
portance to cross-examine him. 
Gil­ 
bert insisted that Lewta was a partner 
of Huston in the capitol work and was 
refusing to reveal his true relation to 
the contract for fear of incriminating 
himself.
